Minneapolis’ 2040 plan is getting national raves

Y OU wouldn’t know it by listen¬ 
ing to the locals, but in the 
judgment of the national 
media, Minneapolis has 
become a beacon of innova¬ 
tion, a dragon slayer of segregation, the new 
heav 5 tweight champ of affordable housing. 

That’s the gist of the coverage in the more 
high-minded corners of the national press, 
which is practically slobbering over the 
city’s 2040 plan. 

The plan encourages the building of 
triplexes in single-family neighborhoods 
across the city. By creating more housing, 
the logic goes, prices will fall, renters can 
move to the fancier parts of town, and the 
city will be less segregated between the 
haves and have-nots. 

Locally, the concept wasn’t met with 
such universal acclaim. On one side were 
residents worried their homes would be 
bulldozed. They, in turn, faced shouts of 
racism and NIMBYism. Yet in coverage 
afar, Minneapolis is being talked about as 


nothing short of a pioneering new model 
for the American city. 

‘Minneapolis 2040: The most wonderful 
plan of the year,” read the headline from the 
Brookings Institute, among the country’s 
most prominent think tanks. 

“By doing away with single-family zoning, 
the city takes on high rent, long commutes, 
and racism in real estate in one fell swoop,” 
announced Slate. 

The attention is derived from a simple 
proposition: No one else has taken steps 
this brazen to combat the housing woes of 
the modern city. Perhaps the most impor¬ 
tant was reducing single-family zoning, 
which leaves cities segregated by income, 
and served as a historic method of keeping 
blacks from white neighborhoods. 

The New York Times quotes UCLA pro¬ 
fessor Michael Lens, who gives Minneapolis 
props for confronting its segregationist past. 
“Minnesota nice’ in action,” he called it. 

“Minneapolis Voted to Pass a Plan That 
Would End Single Family Zoning,” reads 


the headline in Esquire. “The Rest of the 
Country Should Follow Suit.” 

The most laudatory words are from the 
libertarians at Reason, who have never been 
big fans of progressive governance. “Sadly, 
liberal Democratic cities ruled by political 
coalitions supposedly committed to helping 
the poor have some of the nation’s most 
severe zoning rules,” writes Ilya Somin. 

But... “Minneapolis’ new plan is a wel¬ 
come break from this sad state of affairs. 
Having criticized other blue jurisdictions 


for their failure on this issue, it is only fair 
that I give full credit to Minneapolis’ over¬ 
whelmingly liberal Democratic city govern¬ 
ment for achieving a major breakthrough.” 

Though praise is high, no one seems 
willing to guarantee 2040 will actually 
work. That’s the nature of heading into 
uncharted waters. 

But whether or not it works, you have 
to give Minneapolis its due. At least it’s not 
sitting at the back of the pack, waiting for 
someone else to make a move, -pete kotz

Ray's Long Run 

An arrest, a cocaine addiction, and a remarkable turnaround 


W hen he was 19, Ray Dehn 
was incarcerated in the 
Hennepin County jail- 
house after a convic¬ 
tion for burglary. The 
year was 1976, and Dehn’s thievery fed a 
junkie's desires: He liked drugs, and had 
a particular affinity for cocaine. 

Dehn can't recall if he'd gotten high 
this particular day in jail, where weed 
was easy to come by. He was next in line 
to make his one phone call for the day 
when a surly guard announced there'd 
be no more calls. Suddenly, it was Dehn 
who was surly. 

He turned to walk away. “Fuck this 
shit," he announced. 

Next thing he knew, Dehn was sur¬ 
rounded by a phalanx of guards, who 
accused him of cussing one of them, a 
major no-no. Dehn's assertion that he'd 
cursed the situation, not the man, was 
ignored. He was thrown into solitary 
confinement. 

Dehn, now a state rep from the North 
Side and a Minneapolis mayoral candi¬ 
date last year, woke up alone the next 
morning and did some thinking about 
his life. He'd grown up the son of blue- 
collar workers, doing himself no favors 
by constantly getting in and out of trou¬ 
ble. Later, political opponents would 
allege he'd been involved in “hundreds" 
of armed burglaries. Dehn says that's 
not true. But it is true he broke the law 
plenty of times. 

Ray decided he needed to clean up, 
in more ways than one. He wanted to 
stop using cocaine, first and foremost, 
then find a job. 


“I thought. There's too many bad things 
going on in my life, that these can't just be 
coincidences.' The universe was telling 
me to change my direction." 

There are only two ways to go from 
rock bottom: sideways or straight up. 
Dehn now counts that day in solitary 42 
years ago as the first day of his sobriety. 
He learned he was much happier sober, 
and in better control of his emotions and 
actions. “I became a new person."

That new person got a degree in archi¬ 
tecture from the University of Minne¬ 
sota. He was also inspired by a chance 
encounter with a rising politician named 
Keith Ellison. An affinity for politics grew. 
When a lawmaker retired from his North 
Side district, Dehn decided to run. 

His DFL primary opponents were both 
black. Ian Alexander was a realtor with 
connections to the downtown business 
community. Terra Cole was a charming 
favored daughter who'd worked her way 
through the University of Minnesota's 
Humphrey School for Public Policy, and 
whose family ties to North neighborhoods 
went way back. 


Yet it was Dehn, the self-made white 
dude, who had the backing of Ellison, 
the state's best-known black politician. 

Ellison's son Jeremiah, now a Minne¬ 
apolis City Council member representing 
North, volunteered on Dehn's campaign. 
He knew Dehn as a “spiritual guy" with 
interests in multiple religions and ways 
of life, and often saw him at the Masjid 
al-Nur mosque. Jeremiah was among the 
supporters making “knock-and-drag" get- 
out-the-vote efforts, pleading on behalf 
of Dehn. It's with not a small amount of 
pride that Jeremiah says Dehn beat Cole 
by all of 20 votes. 

Dehn's authenticity and openness has 
always shone through, says Jeremiah. Not 
every politician tells you he wants to run for 
office because he'd been a cocaine addict 
and felon, and learned from it. Jeremiah 
doesn't shy away from such characters. 
As the privileged son of a congressman- 
turned-attorney general, he knows that, 
in some ways, Dehn's life more typifies 
the neighborhood than his own. 

And it certainly puts Dehn closer to 
the ground on those streets than Jacob 
Frey, born the gifted son of a ballet dancer 
and a chiropractor in suburban Virginia. 

“Ray had a lot of credibility as a smart 
guy who struggled to keep himself out 
of trouble," Jeremiah says. “I know a lot 
of people in North that are just brilliant, 
but because of life's circumstances, found 
themselves in that same position." 

Few make it out of that cycle, or become 
reborn with Dehn's passion and ambi¬ 
tion. One fellow House member believes 
his intensely principled positions might 
just be the greatest threat to a career in 



politics, where cynicism and backroom 
horse-trading rule the day. 

But Dehn is at peace. Disturbingly 
youthful and energetic at age 61, he lives 
an ascetic existence. He drinks water 
and decaf and goes for long, contempla¬ 
tive runs. He thinks about how to serve 
people who are now or were once just 
like him: reckless, poor, anxious, mad, 
addicted, but not evil. 

He's not the type to lecture—“It's 
not my place to tell anyone what their 
bottom is"—and admits he can't really 
grasp how some people use substances 
socially or to unwind after a long day. In 
Dehn's experience, his addictions and 
circumstances drove him to think like 
a criminal, and to be one. 

If Minnesota wants to make useful 
reforms to criminal justice, addiction treat¬ 
ment, and how we treat the very poor, it's 
people like Ray Dehn we should listen to. 

“I just offer what I would call ‘clarify¬ 
ing conversations,"' Dehn says. “I use my 
own addiction as a place to enter into 
the conversation. I tell people I was an 
IV drug user, and they say, ‘No, no way, 
you weren't.' But I was." 03

Best Action Mowie 

Avengers: Infinity War 

While it’s worth acknowledgingMzsszon 
Impossible:Fallout, another outstanding 
entry into that franchise, this winner’s 
a toss-up between Marvel movies. Both 
Black Panther and Avengers: Infinity 
War had solid stories and eye-popping 
action sequences, but seeing a decade of 
Marvel plotting come to fruition in the 
latest Avengers movie—the Guardians 
of the Galaxy teaming up with Thor, 
Spider-Man, and the like—that was 
every comic-book fan’s dream. In and 
of itself. Infinity War is a phenomenal 
action movie, and surprisingly complex, 
but it’s the ambitious culmination of 
the Marvel Cinematic Universe that 
really sends it home. This is unlike 
an 3 Thing achieved in movie history. 


Best §ei-Fi MoYie 

Annihilation 

Taking Marvel movies out of the run¬ 
ning is really the only way to get some¬ 
thing different out of this category. 
Like director Alex Garland’s debut. 
ExMachina, Annihilation plays out as 
both science fiction and horror show, 
though here the latter quality appears 
much more readily. Natalie Portman’s 
character enters a mysterious zone 
known as the Shimmer, and either goes 
insane or mutates to become something 
else entirely. Annz/iz'/ahon raises a lot 
of questions without being too lofty, 
and as it builds to a bizarre conclusion, 
we can’t help but be entranced by this 
freaky new universe. Annz/iz'/ahon also 
features the best monster of year: a 
mutant bear that imitates the dying 
screams of one of Portman’s crew. 


Best Comedy 

The Death of Stalin 

It’s technically a 2017 movie, but The 
Death of Stalin didn’t cross the pond 
until March 2018, so we’re count¬ 
ing it. This year wasn’t a great one 
for funny movies anyhow, which 
speaks either to the difficulty of 
making good comedies these days 
or just a general malaise sweeping 
the globe. Somehow, taking a mon¬ 
strous despot as its focus. The Death 
of Stalin finds light in the darkness. 
It’s admittedly more highbrow than 
most standout comedies, but don’t 
knock it for being smart. Through 
Armando lannucci and an all-star 
cast, the absurd is transmuted into 
comedy, reminding us with laughs 
that this too shall pass.

With all the buzz around A Star Is Born’s 
soundtrack, it’d be easy to overlook the 
handful of truly delightful musical numbers 
in the Coen brothers’ latest. The Ballad 
of Buster Scruggs. Lady Gaga, Tim Blake 
Nelson is not, and yet his duet with Old 
Crow Medicine Show’s Willie Watson 
in the film’s opening vignette is one of 
the best country songs written in years. 
An old-school folksy number, ‘When a 
Cowboy Trades His Spurs for Wings,” 
is outright infectious, its melody topped 
only by the clever lyrics lamenting the 
cowboy existence. 

The Dead Horse Award 

Solo 

This award is usually reserved for the 
ninth direct sequel of a terrible action 
series, but somehow the Rocky and Mis¬ 
sion Impossible movies continue to be 
awesome. Solo, meanwhile, was ready 
to snatch defeat from the Jawas of vic¬ 
tory by telling a story we already knew.

Hereditary

on amphetamines, expertly orchestrated 
and littered with horrific visuals so deftly 
placed that it often takes a second to see 
the horror right in front of you. We defy 
anybody to guess the twists and turns of 
writer-director Ari Aster’s feature-length 
debut, which makes it better than most 
scary movies that forego plot in favor of 
cheap terrors. Throw in some gorgeous 
cinematography and exceptional perfor¬ 
mances, and you have a horror movie to 
stand the test of time. 

Most Awkward Mowie 
to Watch with Your

Bo Burnham’s take on awkward adoles¬ 
cence is an important movie and one mid¬ 
dle-school kids should definitely see. But 
parents be warned: Watching the backseat 
truth-or-dare car scene with a middle- 
school girl is extremely uncomfortable. 

Best Doeiimeiitary 

Wont You Be My Neighbor? 

While Won't You Be My Neighbor?, the 
Mr. Rogers story, isn’t the most in-depth, 
illustrative, or earth-shattering docu¬ 
mentary ever made, there’s something 
special about director Morgan Neville’s 


telling of the tale. We learn a little more 
about the man behind the show, sure, but 
more moving is how the movie translates 
nostalgia that anybody who watched Mr. 
Rogers’ Neighborhood— Sind that’s a lot of 
us—can instantly feel. Impressively, the 
documentary manages to draw connections 
to current events without being heavy- 
handed. It makes the viewer wonder if 
there will ever be anyone like Mr. Rogers 
again—because he’s sorely needed. 

Best Nude Scene 

Sorry to Bother You 

Lef s not sleep on Boots Riley or his directo¬ 
rial debut: Sorry to Bother You is a lot more 
complex and downright weird than the 
category title might have you believe. But 
the nude scene in question is so bonkers, 
so out of left field, and so well executed 
that it’s worth a shoutout. We run the risk 
of giving away too much here, especially 
because this scene completely changes 
the landscape of what is already a wild 
and indefinable movie. So let’s just leave 
it at two words: horse dong.

Still a secret, it’s anybody’s guess how 
real Adam Driver’s performance is here. 
But as Oakley Hall wrote, “The pursuit of 
truth, not of facts, is the business of fiction” 
and Driver’s performance does nothing if 
not enhance the overall verisimilitude of 
BlacKkKlansman. Playing both a Jewish 
detective and the fake Ron Stallworth, 
Driver’s delivery is so on point that we’d 
be horrified by his undercover bigoted 
diatribes if we weren’t so certain he’s on 
the path of virtue. 

Best Actor 

John David Washington, 
BlacKkKlansman 

In 2017’s Year in Film issue I declared— 
half-jokingly—that Daniel Day-Lewis 
was the year’s Best Actor, even though 
Phantom Thread hadn’t come out yet. I 
ended up being wrong (Daniel Kaluuya 
killed it in Get Out), so I won’t repeat the 
mistake by predicting Christian Bale in 
Vice as best of 2018. (Though one peek at 
him as Dick Cheney makes it abundantly 
clear he’s going to get another Oscar.) 
And while Ethan Hawke gives a great 
heavy turn in First Reformed, it’s John 
David Washington who emerges at the 
front of the pack. As Ron Stallworth in 
Spike Lee’s BlacKkKlansman, Washing¬ 
ton displays effortless cool while still 
relating the deep anguish underlying the 
black experience in the early ’70s. It’s 
an incredibly well-rounded portrayal, 
which will be all the more momentous 
if he and dad Denzel become the first 
father-and-son duo to win Academy 
Awards for Best Actor. 

Best Animated Mo^ie 

Spider-Man: Into the Spider-Verse 

It’s a downright shock when a Pixar 
movie isn’t the best animated movie of 
the year. Yet here we are. Despite Sony’s 
track record, their animation division 
has delivered one of the cooler Spider- 


Man outings to ever thwip onto the silver 
screen. It’s not just the story, which is 
about as fun and funny as “kids” movies 
get—it’s an incomparable animation style 
and some top-notch directing that cata¬ 
pults Spider-Man: Into the Spider-Verse 
to a league of its own, building to one of 
the most eye-popping visual climaxes 
in memory. 

Best Supporting Actress 

Olivia Colman 

The Favourite is one of those strange mov¬ 
ies where there really isn’t a lead. Instead, 
three fantastic women mold this period 
piece into a sharp and funny head-to-head- 
to-head battle of wits. Olivia Colman is 
being recognized in the Best Actress cat¬ 
egory for her portrayal of Queen Anne, 
but it feels like much more of a supporting 
role, albeit a damn good one. 

Best Actress 

Toni Collette, Hereditary 

Horror movies don’t typically pull in the 
big awards, but the success of Get Out and 
an uptick in quality scares as of late has 
done a lot to “legitimize” the oft-knocked 
genre. In Hereditary, Toni Collette plays 
an artist whose mother has just died. She 
soon finds herself spiraling down a black 
hole of nightmares and grand evils, but 
what makes Collette’s work here so great 
is the way she rounds out shocking acts 
with subtler dramatic nuances. If demonic 
forces weren’t at play here, you’d have 
a strong take on loss and grief, and that 
baseline makes the insanity to come all 
the more horrifying. 

Best Foreign Language Film 

Roma 

Alfonso Cuaron wrote, directed, edited, 
produced, and shot this harsh story of 
an indigenous Mexican housekeeper—a 
taxingfeat with a remarkable payoff More

slice of life than traditional narrative, 
Roma ruminates on grand themes of race, 
class, love, and death while never losing 
its extremely personal touch. Roma also 
features some beautiful cinematography, 
so it’s nice that Netflix is releasing it in 
theaters for a limited time. It’s clearly 
an attempt to win some Oscars, but it’s 
also good news for cinephiles who want 
to see Roma as it deserves to be seen. 

Best Director 

Yorgos Lanthimos, The Favourite 

I belong wholeheartedly to the school 
of thought that Best Director and Best 
Picture are inextricably linked. Every 
once in a long while we’re tempted by 
an outlier, but generally the tautology is 
true: The best movie of the year is made 
by the best person making movies that 
year. The Favourite is 2018’s Best Picture 
and therefore Yorgos Lanthimos is its 
Best Director.

The Favourite 

Yorgos Lanthimos is a brilliant film¬ 
maker, but I truly hated watching his 
last two movies. Such a skilled director 
can provoke extremely visceral responses 
in the audience, and in the case of both 
The Lobster and The Killing of a Sacred 
Deer, his desired response was, clearly, 
nausea. But The Favourite is a huge change 
of pace, and Lanthimos has a different 
aim. The story of Queen Anne and com¬ 
panions Abigail Hill (Emma Stone) and 
Sarah Churchill (Rachel Weisz), The 
Favourite masterfully balances high 
drama with more than a few laughs. It’s 
extremely well acted across the board 
and features the best cinematography 
of the year courtesy of Robbie Ryan. The 
Favourite may not feel like your usual 
Lanthimos, but it certainly carries his 
trademark greatness. 03

T he classic seafood boil stays 
rigidly within its flavor 
bounds: golden melted but¬ 
ter, the mild sweetness of sea 
meat, and Old Bay seasoning 
(Zatarain’s if you’re in the South). 

For the menu at Grand Catch in St. 
Paul, former Saffron chef Sameh Wadi 
has bypassed that tradition. Instead, at this 
industrial-chic nook in the Mac-Groveland 
neighborhood, where a winky neon crab 
on the wall signals good vibes. Wadi has 
tapped into an emerging trend of Viet 
Cajun fusion cuisine, slinging big plat¬ 
ters of garlic butter-slicked crustaceans 
and certifiably tongue-singeing spices. 

It’s been a big year for Viet Cajun food, 
a fusion of Vietnamese and Cajun culinary 
traditions that has bubbled up from the 
Houston, Texas melting pot. Though the 
cuisine has been growing in popularity 
there for some years, it abruptly entered 
the foodie lexicon in early 2018, after get¬ 
ting a signal boost from David Chang’s 
Ugly Delicious series on Netflix. 

(Fair warning: One of Chang’s guests in 
the Viet Cajun episode quips that craw¬ 
fish aren’t likely to catch on in Minne¬ 
sota. Ahem. Never mind that we already 
enjoy crawfish here—er, cra 5 dish—we also 
now have two restaurants that serve Viet 
Cajun-style food: Viet Cajun and Noodles 
in Woodbury and Grand Catch. Seems like 
the trend caught on just fine, thank you.) 

At Grand Catch, the seafood boil is the 
focus of the menu, pitting your urge to 
splurge for a pound of Alaskan King Crab 
($50) against your pocketbook’s chirp 
that ‘The $17.95 head-on shrimp would 
be more prudent!” You can’t go wrong 
either way; ever 5 Thing is fresh and juicy

and doused in a sauce of your choosing 
(garlic butter, Louisiana sauce, something 
called “awesome sauce,” or Isaan, a spicy 
Thai dipping sauce) at your preferred 
heat level (mild, medium, hot, extra hot, 
or insane ghost). 

This is where we tell you that the spice 
levels here are not a trifle. Even the medium 
packs more heat than the average crab- 
leg-cracker might expect. Mild melted 
butter it is not. 

Nor is everything at Grand Catch 
strictly Viet Cajun, as Wadi takes a broader 
approach to the blend of Southern, Cre¬ 
ole, and East Asian flavors. The Chinese 
shrimp toast, for instance, is a standout: 
buttery squares of toast with a smear of 
shrimp puree fried into the top, a tangy 
and spicy pimento aioli, and a sprig of 
cilantro to cool it all off. At brunch, the 
fried chicken and sweet corn pancakes are 
more Southern than fusion, but they’re 
pure indulgence. The chicken is tender, 
its batter crackling, and the sweet corn 
cakes are sturdy enough to hold up to 
the combination—even with a generous 
drizzle of brown butter syrup and jalapeno 
butter on top. 

Indeed, for a place where boiling seems 
to be the marquee cooking method, we

of Grand Catch cheesy fries—a mound of 
garlic butter, cheese sauce, and lobster or 
crab ifyou’re feelingwild—you’re counting 
on them to bear the weight. From start 
to finish (admittedly, a brief amount of 
time), these fries stayed crisp and intact. So 
rarely do we recommend the loaded fries 
at any establishment, but this is expertly 
executed bar food. 

And the bar is a great place to install 
yourself, especially ifyou’re forgoing the 
seafood boil and don’t need the elbow 
room for discarded napkins and cast-off 
shells. Remember that winky neon crab 
we mentioned? We have a feeling he’s 
the playful brains behind the festive and 
delightfully odd cocktail names. There’s 
‘T Love Your Microwave,” and “Such 
a Handsome Boy,” and “Can I Borrow 
Your Chapstick,” and “Naked Horse¬ 
back Ride (or whatever you’re into).” 
Don’t you want to try them all and then 
drunk-eat those cheesy fries? You do! 
Especially when you discover that the 
drinks are stiff and well-mixed, and two 
of them—the Hurricane and the Sweet 
Corn n Oil—arrive on fire. 

Grand Catch’s secret weapon is its per¬ 
fect dessert, a prime way of cooling off 
after you’ve terrorized your taste buds 
with capsaicin: Milkjam Creamery soft 
serve. Wadi, of course, is part owner of 
the popular Minneapolis ice cream shops, 
and has forded the river with a soft serve 
machine. There are only two flavors on 
offer (three if you count the twist), but you 
don’t really need any others: the creamy 
three milks soft serve, and a smooth, juicy 
raspberry-lychee sorbet. Do not skip this, 
even if you think soft serve is reserved for 
toothless babies and late-night trips to 
the fast-food drive-thru. (You’re wrong.) 

Only a few items left us mildly disap¬ 
pointed. The adult slushie was too strong; 
the non-alcoholic apple cider ginger lemon 
slushie was too thick and icy to make it 
up the straw. While a nice touch for the 
vegetarian set, the fried green tomato 
po’boy was dry and spicy, with no acid 
for brightening and no fat to cut the heat. 
We found the crab dip, a favorite among 
many, was fairly one-note, a bit salty, and 
no more special than what you might find 
at your next holiday gathering. Aside from 
some small service snags at brunch (leav¬ 
ing off the delightful strawberry lemon- 
grass jam for our beignets; forgetting to 
refill the coffee), the staff was bright and 
friendly on every visit—eager to please 
and attentive. 

A framed illustration hangs in the Grand 
Catch dining room: It’s the instantly rec¬ 
ognizable canister of Old Bay Seasoning, 
but the label reads, “New Bae.” It’s true, 
this isn’t your standard seafood boil. You’ve 
got a new bae—and what a catch. 03

A woman confronts her predator years later

S ee a few shows by Dark & 
Stormy Productions, and you 
may start to feel like you’re 
following an anthology where 
artistic director Sara Marsh is 
the lone recurring actor. In a weathered 
room somewhere, sometime, she faces 
one or more co-stars in an elliptical but 
explosive confrontation where violence— 
always emotional, sometimes physical— 
constantly threatens. 

Blackbird fits that model, but delves into 
territory that’s painful evenby the company’s 
own bracing standards. David Harrower’s 
2005 play centers on an adult woman named 
Una (Marsh) who surprises a much older 
man, Ray (Luverne Seifert), at his industrial 
workplace one evening. She wants to have 
a private conversation, one he’s anxious 
to avoid. We soon learn why. ‘'How many 
other 12-year-olds have you had sex with?” 
she asks. Only her, he swears. 

Michaela Johnson directs this produc¬ 
tion, with Seifert and Marsh circling one 
another in Dark & Stormy’s Grain Belt 
Studio space. It’s littered with so much 
discarded paper and food packaging that the 
characters can’t help stepping on it as they 
walk; the explanation is that they’re in an 
unkempt break room, but the detritus also 
serves to represent the way these characters 
can’t escape the crime that’s shaped both 
their lives for a decade and a half. 

Hers more than his, it seems, which is a 
central point of the play. This male abuser, 
like others we might know of, has done 
penance (in this case, prison time), and 
now he wants to move on. To some extent.

Ray’s been able to do that: He has a job, 
a new identity, a partner. Una’s reasons 
for pursuing him now are complex, but 
first and foremost she wants to tell her 
side of the story, and to disrupt whatever 
narrative Ray’s been telling himself. 

While the characters in Blackbird 
were loosely inspired by an actual case 
involving a former U.S. Marine and a 
young British girl, it’s beside the point 
whether the play’s events resemble any 
actual meeting between a child abuser 
and the adult his victim has grown into, 
narrower wants to indict not just the act 
of exploitation, but the human ability to 
exercise empathy selectively. 

Seifert plays Ray as a man who’s try¬ 
ing to fade into the background, but who 
can’t hide the resentment and calcula¬ 
tion churning inside his head. Crucially, 
Seifert conveys the sense that Ray doesn’t 
think he got a fair deal. Ray’s admitted his 
actions, but he doesn’t think he should be 
stigmatized as a pedophile: He’s studied 
the subject in detail, just so he can explain 
why he’s not one of those people. 

Marsh is never less than commanding, 
although in this case that may be too much 
of a good thing: She hits her halting lines 
with such stride that she can sound stac¬ 
cato rather than searching. Once again, 
though. Marsh and her company draw 
their audience into a whirlwind of emo¬ 
tions that will leave you spinning long 
after the show ends.

Ryan Olcott’s music as c.Kostra is hard to make 
and easy to enjoy

R yan Olcott isn't just a musi¬ 
cian. He’s a master tinkerer. 
The instruments and audio 
machines that surround the 
veteran Minneapolis musi¬ 
cian in his home studio near Dinkytown 
have been tweaked and modified to the 
point where they’re best described as his 
own creations. 

A multi-effect box on the table has 
about a dozen extra metal switches on 
the side. Each of the three Fender Toro- 
nado guitars hanging from the wall has 
a long knob at the butt—floating tremolo 
systems—that weren’t part of that model 
as originally manufactured. Then there’s 
an old knockoff Casio keyboard on the 
kitchen corner, the kind you might have 
found in Kmart in the ’80s, with a panel 
removed and a mess of wires peeking out. 


At a time when programs like Garage- 
Band and Ableton have made digital pro¬ 
duction relatively cheap and accessible, 
Olcott’s up to something totally different. 

“I like experimenting with all the options 
I can find,” he says, surveying the room. 
‘T usually acquire what I’m interested in 
and then decide at some point which one 
or how I want it really done and make 
that particular machine.” 

There’s a tape machine on the table 
next to his workstation—a four-track that 
Olcott’s mother, an accomplished pianist, 
bought just before she died in 2004. As 
Olcott explains in rapid, excited bursts, 
that machine was key to the music on 
Parallel Partyverse, his new LP, released 
under the moniker c.Kostra. 

To create the tracks, Olcott typically 
started with a sample, then layered his 


guitar and drums, then played these 
recordings through the four-track to re¬ 
record them. Producers have used tape 
machines to give digitally created music 
a warmer, more analog feel for nearly 30 
years, but Olcott is taking that technique 
further—much further. 

On the top right corner of the four-track, 
Olcott added a three-position switch that 
he uses to adjust the speed and stability 
of the motor, affecting the frequency and 
pitch of the music. The process is com¬ 
plex—initially, what emerges from the 
tweaked-out tape machine is a wobbly, 
distorted mess, and Olcott has to then 
methodically rebuild the tracks on his 
computer, using a metronome to keep the 
rh54hm intact. The end result sounds bent 
or even crusty in unpredictable ways, yet 
cohesive and familiar. 

“The anomalies that you hear—it all 
comes from making a tape machine work 
on the fringe edge of death,” Olcott says. 

IN TH E HAN DS of a lesser songwriter than 
Olcott, known in the ’90s as the frontman 
for 12 Rods, this approach could 5 deld music 
that’s more intellectually interesting than 
it is enjoyable to listen to. But while the 
music of c.Kostra is daring and experi¬ 
mental, and the process used to create 
it philosophically informed, it’s still fun. 

Take “Holiday Music Stream,” the 
lead track on this latest release—a funky 
groove, with soulful horns and a catchy 
vocal hook, it’s nostalgic yet timeless, with 
a feel reminiscent of the Avalanches’ 2016 
track “Became I’m Me.” But with its bent 
sound and stop-start effects, c.Kostra 
pushes the envelope. 

Olcott is very much a musician’s musi¬ 
cian, and the way his music combines 
complexity with accessibility has won him 
the respect of his peers. “It’s like you’re 
walking in on experimental music and pop 
in bed together. They are both cheating 
but you can’t tell on who,” says Mark Mail¬ 
man, a longtime admirer who describes 
Olcott as “one of the best songwriters” 
he’s ever known. 

“Ryan is this incredible percussionist 
with a grip on circuit-bending that per¬ 
mits him to find the rh 3 Thm in a glitch,” 
according to Mailman. “He can pick up a 
melody or a beat where other musicians 
might just hear noise. It’s like being able 
to see an ultraviolet color other musicians 
can’t see.” 

Another fan is Minneapolis soul singer 
Lady Midnight, who says she wasn’t 
familiar with Olcott’s work with 12 Rods

before she heard c.Kostra. ‘'I feel like 
the sounds that he’s using, there’s this 
analog sense to it, but it does feel time¬ 
less because it feels like it could have 
happened at any time, like the ’80s or 
’90s, the ’70s,” she says. ‘There’s kind 
of like a flirtation about it.” 

When 12 Rods broke up in 2004, after 
a disastrous fling with a major label, the 
other members left town. Olcott didn’t. 
“They all split the scene; I was the only 
one left,” he says. “I got asked to do these 
jobs, which ended up being sound tech 
jobs, which is a pretty humbling experi¬ 
ence-being somebody who was just on 
a major label and now you’re asked to do 
sound, for the dirgeiest of punk bands, 
and they’re laughing at you while you’re 
setting up their mics.” 

But soon Olcott was making his first 
forays into glitch music, tweaking machines 
and using the errors, or “anomalies,” as 
the building blocks of songs. He became 
an expert in circuit-bending (the prac¬ 
tice of modifying synthesizers), which 
he explored in projects like Foodteam 
and Mystery Palace. 

The work took a toll on him. “You’re just 
dealing with circuit boards and listening 
to atonalities and dissonance all the time,” 
he says. ‘You start to lose your mind after 
making like 60 or 70 pieces of gear. And 
it put me in a really bad state.” 

He took a three-year break from music 
before starting the c.Kostra project in 2015. 
This time, he applied the glitch/circuit¬ 
bending approach to tape machines. 

Olcott seems relatively unconcerned 
with commercial success these days. 
He and his partner, Nikki Pfeifer, who 
performs as Devata Daun, run their own 
label, Pytch Records, and Olcott values 
the independence that allows. These days 
process seems to be as important to him 
as the music itself. 

“I want to express that you don’t need 
Ableton, you don’t need all of these incred¬ 
ibly proficient machines or softwares 
that just become boring to use,” he says. 
“There’s like a billion things out there, for 
really cheap, to recycle and learn how to 
make completely fun music.... Let’s make it 
hard for ourselves again and let’s discover 
what we like about low-fi music.” 

For Mailman, Olcott’s dedication to 
producing the music he wants the way he 
wants is part of his appeal. “I mean there’s 
nobody in the world on the musical trip 
Ryan Olcott is on,” he says. “If he’d been 
met with commercial success early on 
he’d be Thom Yorke by now. Ryan is and 
always has been ahead of the curve, and 
ahead of the times. But I feel that as far 
as he’s concerned, time doesn’t matter. 
I feel that he’s speaking a truth without 
concern for trends, and that’s a place all 
art should come from.” 03
